(THE COMMISSION CONVENED AT 1055 HOURS. 
FREIHERR FRIEDRICH KARL von EBERSTEIN, a witness, took the stand and 
testified as follows: | 
BY THE COMMISSIONER: 
Q Witness, will you state your full name? 
A Freiherr Friedrich Karl von Eberstein, 
Q Raise your right hand and repeat this oath after me: 
I swear by God, the Almighty and Omniscient, that I will speak the pure 
truth and will withhold and add nothing. 
(The witness repeated the oath.) 
THE COMMISSIONER: You may sit down, Dr. Pelckmann, will you give us a 
brief statement of the matters this witness is going to bring up? 
DR, PELCKMANN: First of all, the reasons behind the carrying out of the 


shootinzs of the 30th of June 193A. 
THE COMMISSIONER: Wait one minute. Is this the first witness wo have 


had regarding the SS shootings? 
DR. PELCKVANN: No. | 
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THE COMMISSIONER: Who was the other witness? 

DR. PELCKMANN: That was Joehnk, The witness Joehnk was a man who 
participated in the shootings while this Freiherr von Eberstein was a so-called 
Oberabschnittfuehrer at the time of these shootings. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Will you try to be careful and not cover the same 
matters? 

DR, PELCKMANN: Yes Sire Second, the non-pasrticipstion of the SS 
during the demonstrations of the 9th of November 1938 and special consideration 
of written orders by Heydrich; third, the position of the Higher SS and Police 
Leader within the country, that is, within the Homeland. He did not have any 


power or jurisdiction over the police and was not in any way responsible to the 


concentration camps. 
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4) The action against Dr. Rascha and the biological experiments, 

COLONEL NEAVE: Dr. Pelckmann, your first point I think should 
not be very long es it has been largely covered here. As far as the event 
of 1938 goes, we had a certain amount of evidence on that already, In re- 
gard to the other two matters, I want to warn you we have one until one 
o'élock today to finish the witness, including cross examination. 

DR. PELCKMANN: Of course, I will attempt to be as brief as pos- 
sible. It is true that concerning the events of November 19, 1938, we 
did have some statements at verious times from some witnesses, however, we 
never had any specific evidence given by anyone concerning the orders and 
what hanvened that night. 

COLONEL WEAVE: Let us get on. 

DR. PELCKMANN: First, in case, I am not finished with this wit- 
ness, I would like to point out that this witness arrived here on June 19th 
and it was impossible to bring him here earlier. I believe in a special 
case like this that the court may extend the period over the July 6th date. 

COLONEL NEAVE: I don't call this case exceptional eme at all 
if the witness has been here since June 19th. I think the thing to do 
now is to get started on the examination, 

BY DR. PELCKMANN: 
Q Witness, before we stert I want to repeat to you the request of 
the court that we be as brief as possible, 
Give the detes and organizations to which you have belonged. 


A I entered the party in October of 1922. I entered the SA in 


1925 and remained until 1926. I then belonged to it agein from 1930 to 1933.

I entered the Allegemeine SS in 1928 until 1930 end then again in 1933 and 
I remained in it until 1945, I entered the Waffen SS on the lst of July, 
1944 and remained with it until the enà of the war. 

« “hat position did you have in June 192 


A At the time I was in charge of the SS Oberabschmitt Mitte in Dresden. 
I did not have a public position. 

Q Were youused on June 30th, 1924 with the SS units in your Oberabschmitt? 

A No, a week before the June 30th event, I was called to Berlin by plane 
to Himmler's headquarters. He told me that Roehm was planning a vutsch. I 
was also tolé to get in contact with the army district commander and also to 
have some kind of quiet alert within the Allegemeine SS in my Oberabschmitt. 
I am speaking of the directives I received From Himmler at the time, I was 
tolê thet in case the official alert was given the Allezemeine SS units under 
my command were to be as far as possible in Barracks, either in the Barracks 
of the Reichswehr of the army or of the police, however, we did not participate 
in it since it was relatively quiet in Saxony. 

Q On July 1, 1934 eight members of the SA party were shot. Is thst 
correct? 

A Yes, there were members shot on July 1,1924, 

@ Did you see such an order of execution? How did it happen and whose 
Signature did it have on it?

A Yes, I did see such an execution order on June 0 Obersturmbenn- 


fuehrer Bente of the 5D,who was not under my jurisdiction, came to me with a 
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request for advice, which I was supposed to give as a friend of his. 

It wae completely unclear this report on the names of the 28 persons end 
we were not sure whether these peovle were to be arrested or shot. I 
therefore advised them to make a decision as to who was to be srrested 
and who was shot. I therefore sdtised that a decision should be made 

as to who was to be arrested and who was to be shot, as this order was 

not clear to me. He told me it was a special order from Heydrick.,. I 
therefore asked him to immediately reouest more detailed information from 
Heydrick in Berlin and I warned him not to make any quick decisions, 
Thereu»on courier was sent by car to Berlin to Heydrick and he returned 
later on with an order to execute eight not twenty eight members. The 
report stated ss follows: "On order of the Reichs Fuehrer of Germany, the 
following named: (The names followed) are to be executed for high treason. 
Under that was the signature of Heydrick, the signature which I knew per- 
sonally and this order contained the seal of the office that had issued 
this order, 

Q Did you have, after receiving this order, any kind of thoughts as 
to whether this order was lawful or not? 

A No, I did believe that there was such a putsch planned and es- 
pecially since I had been advised of this putsch by Himmler personally. 
Moreover I had seen the signature of Heydrick personally and I knew what 
position he had, In addition to that, it was impossible for me to have 


a view of the entire happenings within Germany and I hed a relatively small 


view. In addition, these eight people were well known to me as bed elements

Q Do you want to tell us once more in a short timewhat role you and 
the Allecemeine SS played in Saxony at thet time? 

A I carried out an orderly discussion with the army district chief 
personally. The Allegemeine 5S, after the alarm had been sounded, was 
brought together in the barracks and stayed there during the critical days. 

I know for instance that no SS men were on the streets during these days. 

For instance in Dresden, the largest town they were in the barracks and were 
in the police barracks and the arrests were carried out by the Beveitschafts- 
group. The executions were carried out by the Reichssruppenfuehrer of Sexonie. 

4 What position did you have on November 9, 1938 

A I was SS Obersturmbannfuehre: south in Munich, also since 1936 I was 

police president of Munich, also since 1937 I wes chief of police in the 
office of the Minister of the Interior in Bavaria. 

q Where you in the main ballroom of the olè city hall in Munich at the 
time Goebbels was supposed to have made the speech which resulted in the demon- 
stration of November 9th? 

A No, I was not present during thet speech. I had to escort Hitler 
to his home and later on did not return to the ballroom since I was in 


charge of the security measures and the street blocks which were put un in 


Munich for the swearing in of the 5S,

Where did you hear for the first time of demonstrations against Jewish‏ به 


stores? 


A I received the first report or the first indication that 
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like that might happen when I was told around 2330 that evening that 
a synagogue was burning. I was also a few moments later told by the 
Lanáradt of the area administration thet the Castle Planeck was burning 
and the police were asking for reinforcements. 

I immediately ordered Prigsdefuehrer Diehm to go to the synagogue. I 
also ordered a riot squad to go to the Castle Planeck. I personally could 
not leave my position as I expected Hitler within a few moments, 

Q When did you heer of the actual happenings of these demonstrations 
end what did you do about them? 

A Around 0130 hours and it was now the lOth of November, I was immediately 
ordered to come to Himmler inthe Hotel Vierjahreszerten where other high 
SS leaders were, I was told there by the assistant Gauleiter of Munich, 
Niepolà, immedi ately after Hitler and I left the ballroom, Goebbels had 
started a hate speech against the Jews, which resulted in these đemonstra- 
tions. He asked me to help him and both of us immediately entered a car 
end drove through the city in order to get some kind of indication as to 
the extent of these demonstrations. I notice that a big Jewish store, 
Rach's, wes burning and thet the fire fighters were working at thre fire. 
I immediately afided the fire fighters there mad was nearly killed through 
furniture thet was thrown out of the top floors. I then drove on a way and 


talked with the angique store owner, Bernheimer and we through out some 


neo»'e that had entered the store,

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November 9th, 1938, but I think it should be confined to a little less per- 
sonal reminiscences and more to the actions of t^e SS as a whole, 
We will recess for five minutes and Cormissioner Taylor will presice.

A Immediately -fter seeing what happened, I called all available poltce 
forces into the streets. The Allgemeine SS, which was in the process of forma- 
tion and leaving. I immediately ordered all Jewish stores to be put un^er 


police guard. I also ordered that all streets were to be cleared of 56068 21 5 


and directeé the local repair organizations to immediately nai’ up the damaged

stores in order to prevent any kind of theft. I immediately carried out 
these actions in my function as police president. I want to state here anê 
now anê. I am un^er oath that I had no previous knowledge of these demonstrations, 
Q Did yov get the riot squad to go out to the Castle Planeck, belonging 
to Hirsch and arrest the participants? 
A As I steted before, immediately upon being informed by the و۵‎ 
I sent out the riot squad with the duty to arrest the culprite and to bring 


&bout law and order and to put out the fire. 


Did you give any sort of orders to the Allgemeine 55, which was‏ ها

under vour command? 
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A Yes, I immediately, as + stated already, sent the Abschmittefuehrer 
to the synagogue. I expressedly forbade any member of the SS to perticipate 
in these demonstrations and I threatened severe penalties. 


Q What wes he supposed to do at the 1 


A I sent Abschmittefuehrer Dean there becouse the fire fighters were

beine hampered and I wanted him to prevent that. 

2 Do you know thet in a teletype message to all Gestapo officers ani 
offices Heydrick mentioned the possibility that members of the Allzemeine 
SS micht be used for police duty? 

A I did not heer of this teletype message at the time and as 1 have 
already stated I was constantly in tne streets, however, it is possible 
that I did not reed the teletype message the nert day in police headquarters, 
I want to stete here that I did not receive any kind of request from the 
Gestapo for use of the members of the Allgemeine SS. 

Q In other words you did carry out all these measures to prevent the 
demonstration and everything in your power 8 police president and Obersturm 
bannfuehrer of the 5S? 


A I acted completely independant as I dic not receive any orders from 


headquarters. I acted in my capacity es police oresident, as a @ermen civil

servant anë as decent person., 

Q Did members of the Allgemeine SS participate in the demonstrations 
egainst your orders? 

A I know that no members of the Algemeine SS partici pated in these 


measures, with one exception when about twelve or fifteen members of the SS 


Riding School Fegelein, members not under my jurisdiction but under the C 


. aned حر حم‎ al ^ ١ 1 t to 
leadership of the well known Christian Weber went out to Munich went ou 
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the Castle mentioned and fired that castle, This occured without my 
nowledge. I reported these matters directly to my superior Minister 
Wagner in order that a court proceedin s be started against these people. 
This report was without any results since Weber, the personal responsible 
for this action, was one of the few very close friends of Hitler, 

Q Did you have any information of the action of the Allgemeine SS 
in the other cities of Bavaria? 

A Yes, the next day from reports which came to the Inner Police 
Department of the Ministry of the Interior in Bavaria, I saw reports that 
the 5S in Nurnberg 448 not perticipate in these demonstrations. The 
Oberfuehrer Dr. Mertin acted very severely against these demonstrations. 

G One other point, what can you say about the activities of the 
Al'gemeine SS during the war? 

À The duties within the Allgemeine SS subsided almost completely 
curing the war and all the staffs ub to and including the Standartenstaff 
were closed down, Before the war there were 10,000 Allgemeine SS men in 
my erea and when the People's army was called uo during the war there was 
only 1,200 men remaining in my area. My command was over an entire army 
corps district, All these 1,200 men were active in the war industries 
and could not be called together for any kind of SS formations anymore. 

Q When you say Kriegeinsatz, you mean the Civil war activities? 

A Yes, the only support within the Allgemeine SS was the support 
that was given to the SS welfare organization, which helped the wounded 
and also helped the familes of our dead. Even for that, there were not | ر‎

A A single Aoerebechmittosteff which was carried 
out in Munich during the war showed a total number od 150 
participants. In the war there were a kbxkkx total of 

oberabschmitt 
two/ebsrschm££tzmux staffs in my area, one in my area in 
Augsburg, with two or three men, and one in Munich with four 
Mass faxkxnfixm,2 nd my oberabschmitt staff in 
Munich contained forty-five persons, including female 
helpers. 

Q Since when were you a higher SSand police leader? 

A 1 was suggested as a higher and SS police leader 
through the order of the Reich Minister of the Interior 
since 1938, This decree given out in 1958 was part of 
the mobilization decree whichwas a top secret. Actually, 
I only became reichsfuehrer of the higher SS and police 
leaders in 19%, when the war started. 

Q Did you in that position as higher SS and police 
leader have any jurisdiction over the Allgemeine or the 
Waffen SS? 

4 Àny kind of jurisdiction of the higher SS and 
police leaders of the Allgemeine SS was at the same time 
by the chief of the Oberabschmitt of the Allgemeine SS, 
The higher police leaders did not have any jurisdiction 
over the Waffen SS. 


Q Were there any cases in which the higher SS 


and police leader was not at the same time Überabschm£tt- 
fuehrer of the Allgemeine SS? | f 
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A Fge instance the higher SS and police leader 
Heissmeyer in Berlin was not the oberabschmittfuehrer in 
that area of the Algemeine SS, I also was higher SS and 
police leader until "anuary 1945 of the corps area not 
only in area 15 which belonged to the SS oberabschmitt 9, 
even though there was an oberabschmittfuehrer here,first 
mhmxknbsskhmkktfusksesrx3sNm&uszsyiyxxmdxthumgEzx obergruppenfuehrer 
Schmause and then obergruppenfuehrer Dr. Martin. 

MR. TAYLOR: What time was agreed upon for cros و‎ 
examination of this witness? 

MR. ELWYN JONES: We haven't gone into details 
about that but 1 should like a half an hour, which is five 
times more than the defense should take. 

DR. PELKMANN: I believe that the œ dər of the 
Court cannot be taken quite so literally as to mean that 
if the witness is in the middle of examination or of cross 
examination at one o'clock this afternoon that he would 
not receive another half hour or an hour on Monday, and 
since this witness is a civilian witness - 

MR. ELWYN JONES: I should be glad to limit 
my cross examination to half an hour and I should hope 
that tho 00۳ defense could finish his direct examination, 

MR. TAYLOR: You understand, doctor, this conmission 
goes out of operation at one o'clock today, and it is my 
understanding that Commissioner Colonel Neave has advised 


all defense attorneys that the time of three hours would 
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be the limit for each witness. 
| BY DR. PELKMANN: But this witness did not start 
at ten o clock, 

MR. TAYLOR: I am pretty sure that defense counsel 
can get the rest of his questions in here that are material 
to the defense by twelve-thirty, &nd the Prosecution will 
then have thirty minutes for oross examination, and after 
that, if they want to use him again, 1 take it you have 
the privilege to make application to the Commissioners for 
that further examination. At this time the Commission is 
asking that the O RO int hie his questions and get 
everything you can within the re xt thirty minutes so that 
the Prosecution will have the remaining thirty minutes fca 
cross exanination. 

DR. PELIKMANN: I will try to condense my questions. 
However, I do want to state that since the witness was apr ov- 
ed for me to be heard today, andactually since the witnéss 
did not start at ten O'clock I did not get the three hours 
of examinetion which are otherwise permitted. 

MR. TAYLOR: Doctor, the three hours permitted 
by Colonel Neave was both for direct snd cross examination, 
and the &ttorneys have had sufficient time within the 
last wed or two to know that, Proceed with your e xamination. 

DR, PELKMANN: But this witness does not e ven 


get three hours for direct examination,

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MR. TAYLOR: Let's proceed with the examination. 
BY DR. PELKMANN: 

Q Describe shortly the duties andactivities of a 
higher SS and police officer in Germany? 

A It was the duty mostly of the higher SS and police 
leaders tobe the representatives of the Reichsfuebrer of 
the SS and Chief of the German Police in this particular 
army or corps area when in Germany. 

Q According to the outlines of the duties of this 
higher SS and police leader in 1958, this higher SS and 
police leader had the right, but not the duty to carry out 
suggestions and make suggestions? 

A He did not have any jurisdiction over the police 
or the Waffen SS. That was in the directive of t he Reich 
Minis ter of the Interior of 1958, According to this œ der 
the main office Chief, for instance, the chief of the main 
office of the order police and the police of the main office 
of the security police were the official chiefs of the above 
menticned police forces. They, according to the very clear 
order, were the represent atives of the Reich Fuehrer SS 
for those organizations. They used the channels of their 
om orga izations and besides that was the channel of the 
Reichsfuehrer SS. I have given the defense a sketch of 
these channels. The a@ders and decrees that went to them 


came to the knowledge of the higher SS and probably the 


officials and only for information. The higher SS and } 4 
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police leaders did not have any staffs, they were only carried 
by the Reich Minister of the Interior as members of the order 
police, that is in their own personal position, that 1s, 
until the year 1941, when they became generals, that 1s, 
major generals of the police. All war workers were Exx 
commandeered. Therefore, the higher SS and police leaders 
can be described best as local officers of the Commanders, 
They had much too little responsibility and jurisdiction 
for such a job. I regard the creation of a position of 
the higher SS and police leaders &s & futile effortof 
Himmler to create a state security corps. This state se- 
curity corps was never actually carried out or orgm ized. 
The Prosecution uses as one of it's exhibits the book, 

the Die Deutsch Polizei by Dr. Best, and the pocket calen- 
dar given to the security police as part of £kmiz it's 
exhibits against the Gestapo. What Dr. Best writes in 
that book is incorrect since he goes from the standpoint 
of a state security corps that is organized inthe State, 
Especially striking on tke se SS and police leaders was 

the influence of the local gauleiter, who carried out 
their position as Reich defense Commissar ami as the 
Minister of the Interior of these States. In maxx many 
ways these Gauleiters in their position as Reich Ministers 


received all kinds of aid from the Almighty Borman, while 
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higher SS and police leaders did not receive any kind of 

aid œ help from Himmler. I cannot make any statements as 

to the activity of the higher SS and police lesders in the 
occupied countries since I do not have any personal experience 
as far as that is concernede The duties were the following: 

First of all the duties were as follows: The higher 

SS police leader was a direct representative d Himmler, at 
all official functions of the party, the state @ the army. 
Actually it was his duty to insure close cooperation between 
all offices under Himmler in the area of the party, state 

end army. Thirdly, the higher SS and police leaders had to 
insure a close cooperation between both SS and police as a NX 
unified course in big events, such as security measures and 
the road blocks and cutting off of certain areas during any 
kind of party duties, state visits or catastrophies. Also 

he had to take the position of gerichtsherr in the SS and 
police court of his particular corps SgEBEK areas. He did not 
have, however, the position of gerichtsherr due to his 
jurisdiction, but only since he was the highest ranking SS 
and police officer in his own area, that is unlike the 
position inthe army. He did not have any disciplinary 

powers of the SS and police. He only had disciplinary 

powers on the Allgemeine SS and he was oberabschmittsfuehrer, 
and, fifth, it was his duty to combine the SS and police units 
upon the a der of the higher SS and police leaders in a der 


to throw down any interi demonstrations and riots. Since 
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1943 the Reich Defense "ommissars were responsible for 
that also. 

9 Were there any such cases of interipr disturbances? 

A No, never, 

Q In other words, if I understand you correctly, you 
did not have any jurisdiction and power to order at all, but 
you only had the position and chance and possi bility of in- 
spection and you could make suggestions? 

A Yes, the higher SS and police leaders did not 
bien os مدهو‎ tian. 

Q The witness, Albart, b efc e the Commission s tated 
on the llth of June, as a witness fa the Gestapo, that 
there was a ف‎ with the higher SS and 
police leaders £m who insured the use of concentration 
camps inmates for industrial work, is that correct? 

A There was no such T PR, sora ا‎ with my 
office and I do not know of any higher guiXkxsx SS police 
leaders that did have such a liaison man, The use of 
the concentration camp inmates was regulated by the local 
employment offices in connection with the concentration 
camp headquarter se 

Q Were you responsible for work camps of the concen- 
tration camps? 

A No, I do not even know the detail of work camps. 


I suppose they were the campsthat were created near or

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with the national defense industries where concentration 
camp inmates were used fa fax work for these national 
defense industries, 

Q in this area was the concentration camp Dachau, 
Did you have anything to do with tkmx this camp officially? 

A This concentration camp Dachau was in my area. 
However, until the fall of 1944 the higher SS and police 
leaders and also the oberambschmittsfuehrer of the Allgemeine 
SS did not have anything to do with these concentration 
camps. The concentration camp was a comple tely independent 
and xapratsxır separate organization and area with it's own 
channels of communication and so forth. 

g Did you ever hear of any mass extermination 
in the concentration camp Dachau? 

A No never. 

Q In the trial in the main court an affidavit by 
a Mr. Mildner was presented with the following contents: 

According to this the deportation of Jews sent to 
wak in the concentration camps of Jews in the Reich or in 
the areas that were occupied by German army units, these 
orders came from the Reichsfuehrer SS Himmler. These 
orders were also directed to the local higher SS and police 
officers. It continues and I skip over a few lines: "The 


liaison man of the Jewish questions to the higher police 


SS and pł police leaders was oberstumbamfuehrer Eichmann"E

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I quote from the document PS 2376, is that correct? 

A As far as I know these orders went diredtly to 
the State Gestapo office and the Gestapo main offices. 

Q Was Eichmann a liaison man with you. 

A I don't know Mp, “ichmann and never heard of him 
with the exception of this trial, ‘here was no necessity 
for a lisison man of Himmler concerning the Yewish question. 

2 Why? 

A Because we had nothing to do with hime 

0 Do you know that biological experiments were carried 
out in the concentration camp Dachau on human beings? 

A I did not know it until the spring d 1944.

Q Did you bring about the arrest of Dr, Rascher? 

A tes, I caused the arrest of ا‎ PENA he 
was the responsible person, and, therefore, saw to it 
that this crime was not carried out any more, 

Q XXXXN Is it correct that all investigations 
were very difficult in this matter since Himmler was 
well acquainted with the family of Rascher.

Q I asked you what you charged him with? 

A He was charged with unclean business activities 
and that was one of the matters that were taken into consider- 
ation or one of the matters he was charged with, and, 
thereupon, I repa ted this to Himmler who decided that the 
person was to come before a trial. However, 1 personally 
could not directly charge him with anything. 

Q What happened to Rascher? 

A Himmler, as the highest officer took the case 
under his own jurisdiction and I personally could not 
do anything about it, even though I protested several 
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times, and this case was never handed over to the Courts by 
Himmler, 

Q And that was typical of conditions in the Nazi 
State and typical of the SS view of these murders, wasn't it? 
That you should charge these mass murderers with mere fraud 
and that the fact he should not even be tried by a proper 
authority ms even upon fxEksxxgxzx fraud, 

A I do not know anything of that, but the criminal 
was arrested and that he was not sentenced was caused by 
the Reichsfuehrer of the SS. 

Q How often did you go to Dachau to the camp? 

A I went to Dachau very d ten since I had to escort 
visktors, both foreign and national figures there, as a 
representative of the Reich Commission. 

Q When didû they start exterminating people at Dachau? 
I asked you when did they start exterminating people at Dachau? 

A I already have stated to the defense attorney before 
that I did not know anything of mass exterminationse 

Q When did you discover they were going on? 

A When I asked concerning Dr, Rascher, 

Q I am asking you when did you first discover people, 
especially Jews, were being exterminated as a deliberate 
policy of the Nazi party? 

A As 1 ha ve already stated I only heard of the cri m= 


inel action of Dr. Rascher in the spring of 1944, If there 
were Jews I do not know, 3 7 
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0 Do you know anything of an investigation Commission 
from the SS court, which is supposed to have made some 
inquiry into conditions of the concentration camps? 

A Yes, I know that from descriptions of my comrades. 

Q Did you take any part in that also? 

A No, + did not participate. 

Q lt was a curious thing, as you see, youare a high- 
er SS leader and police leader, where this terrible c amp 
Dachau was and you didn't know anything of this? 

A I can't say anything concerning this. 

Q Well, this Commi ssi on, a ccording to the witness 
we heard yesterday, was supposed to have been operating in 
19 435. 

۸ In 1945 I did not have the official right to be 
officially active in concentration camps, I did not have 
a possibility of knowing. 

Q Did you ever make any inq iry. to try to find out 
what was going on the e? 

A I did not have the possibility, Mr, Prosecutor, 
to bring about any such investigation. 

Q You could send your men into camp at any time, 
couldn't you, as you did in the Rascher inquirye 

A As I have stated already it was not possible for 
me to send a person in any time, after I received it. As 


I have stated already I forced them mae o less to give 


it to me by sending them a teletype message in Oranienburg سے‎ 
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saying to him I wmxfzxXl was following up a criminal case 
and that it was necessary that I enter the concentration 
camp. Of course, 1 had to have their permission, 

Q You stated you took no part in the pogrom of 
November, 19387 

2 I did not participato, 

Q I suggest to you that the SS in particular operat- 
ed that pogrom as against the Jewish people in Germany? 

A That was not the case in Munich, 

Q Did you not receive from Heydrick m instruction 
from Munich telling you exactly mfxtha what functions of 
the police were to be during this horrible incident, the 
blackest mark in German history? 

A I suppose the Prosecution is referring to a tele- 
type message. 

Q I think you know quite well what I mean. 

A I did not see this teletype message during the 
demonstration since I was in the States. 

Q But you see it was s ent to all headquarters and 
stations of the state police and to all districts and sub- 
districts of the SD. How is it you did not receive a copy 
of it before the riots took place? Far the purpose of the 


record I am referring to 3051 P S Exhibit U S 240, 
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A In November, 1958, I had no relation whatsoever 
and if I did see it 
with the security police and the Gestapo/mmxXxütà later on, 
a matter which I do not deny, this letter was without 
any very great impor tance to mo since the riots had ended 
already due to my intervention in Munich. 

Q So it is your impression that you did receive 
this teletype but not until after the riots were over, is 
that your test mony? 

A I did not state I received the letter. It is 
possible I said that I did see it later on, that somebody 
brought it t my attention. 

Q I am just trying to get a frank statement from 
you about it is all.

A I don't know, J don't want to deny that I saw 
it, it is possible that the Gestapo Chief showed it to 
me but it did not interest me any mae sime the whole 
matter was finished already.

"In order to carry out mmsENEEZX these moarues, 
all security police, officers of the criminal police, as 
well as members of the SD and verfuegungstruppe and the 
Allgemeine SS may be used." 

Now that, I suggest, established quite clearly 
that the SS was directly implicated in the progran of November, 
1938? 

AR 1 want tor efer bad to my statement I made 
before. tf I am correctly informed the document has the 
date of the 10th of November, 1938, at four-thirty in the 
morning, and at that time 1 was inthe street attempting to 
end these demonostrations as fast as possible. 

Q 1 am suggesting to you that the document shows 
the XE SS 
quite clearly that/ummxxwxkt played an active role in the 
perpetration of these atrocities in November, 1938. 


A l did not order out any SS units and so I do not 


know of participation by SS members wi th the exception of 1 0 
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the twelve a fifteen men I have already mentioned in these 
demonstrations in Munich. 

Q Did you ever serve as a higher SS and police 
leader outside of Germany? 

A No, I was not, Since 1936 until 1945 I served 
without any interruption in Munich,

Q Did you get norepa ts fromthe Einsatz Commanders 
on their perpetration of mmzxxxx mass murders? 

۸ No, I cannot remember having received any suc 
reports. We in the homeland were not concerned with this, 

Q Now the last point I have time for, How many 
men were murdered on the 30th of June 1934? 

A I know MY. AS who were shot in Dresden, and 
l heard later of two persons who were shot in Chemnitz and one 


in Planen, 


Q Do you mean to say you only know of ten persons 2 / 
rai 


who were shot on this day? 
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A In my area that is all I heard and otherwise 
concerning the rest of Germany 1 only heard what Hitler 
said in his Reichstag speech, 

Q Will you agree with Wilhelm Frick who says that 
som thing like a hundred and even mc e were killed? 

À Since I did not have a chance to see kk the entire 
matter I cannot make any certain statements of numbers under 
oath, 

Q You are not suggesting to the Commission, are you, 
that these murders were a legal activity, the murder of 
Schleicher, for instance, or Gregor Strasser, and the rest 
of them, you are not suggesting that those murders were 
legal? 

A I do not know what the circumstances leading to 
the shooting of Schleicher and Strasser were. 

Q You know the circumstances quite well, They 
were shot on the spot. Are you suggesting that those 
shootings were legal? 

A I can't charge that? 

Q But can't you charge it? 

A The persons that were shot in my area were shot 
according to an d der which I had in my own hands accord- 
ing to the ReichFuehrer and Hitler. | 

Q They were shot because you saw a piece of paper 
which had on the bottom the signature of Heydrick on it, 
and which stated that people should be killed, and that 4 6 
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is all you knew about it? 

A l say that the matter became even more legal 
due to the speech of Hitler before the entire German people 
in which he stated that the German govenmment considered 
these shootings as legal and at that tim still the Reich 
President Von Hindenbnng agreed with that. 

9 And since Hitler made a speech several Axxx 
days after these murders took place you were quite happy 
about it? 

A I only can make statements concerning what I have 
seen personally and what happened to me personally.
